NOT WORN HERE

made a custom of keeping his hat on, well tipped over his 
eyes, when in the House, 3ut his was an exceptional case. 

That ‘brought to mind one of the odd peculiarities of the 
British House of Commons. There, as here, a member speak- 
ing must, of course, stand uncovered. Yet certain circum- 
stances arise in the Mother of Parliaments-when an-M.P,can 
only address the Chair wearing a hat‘and sitting in his place. 
‘That: is when. division--is.being taken and. thereis a. point 
of order to be raised. 


CONDEMNED TO SILENCE 
AS SUCH OCCASIONS ‘are 


usually unheralded and happen 
quite unexpectedly, many a member has been caught un- 
prepared. And, unless he happens to fave his hat with him 
or can borrow someone else’s, he is condemned to-sit in silence 
in such circumstances, 

The origin of this extraordinary custom igs lost in antiquity, 
but it is believed that it dates from the éarly days of parlia- 
mentary history, and came into being so as to enable the 
M.P. de yus of raising a point of order to attract the atten 
tion of the Speaker, or chairman of committee, by keeping 
his seat and wearing his hat while the general body of mem- 
bers, on their feet and hat-less, are moving into the division 
lobbies.

JHILE WE SHOULD NOT COUNT 
toosmuch on any document origin- 
ating in Moscow, the latest Russian note 
to Britain suggests that events in the 
world have not been going according -to 
Politburo plan, Even if the offer to 
negotiate differences with the west turns 
out to be only a mask for some new-war- 
like manoeuvre it is still true that Russia 
has miscalculated, as dictators have 
always done, the nature of the democratic 
world, 

in the last eight months the demo- 
cratic world has.faced and. survived .a 
series of shocks which might have split 
it, as Russia hoped... Looking back»>on 
them, the realists of the Politburo must 
realize that none of their threats has 
paid off, 

There was first the Korean war—a 
clear challenge to the United Nations, 
which instantly met it by resisting ag- 
gression, Russia doubtless hoped ‘that 
the United Statés would not defend 
South Korea. When the United States 
went to war there Russia must have 
hoped, as a second best, that the United 
States’ friends would abstain and thus 
shatter the unity of the free world. That 
hope also failed. 

The Politburo’s next hope lay in 
viving American isolationism, led by 
Messrs Hoover and Taft, That 
lasted only a few weeks. Isolationism, 
Russia’s unconscious friend, collapsed 
after a brief touch of Sunlight and 
fresh air. 

Still, there was the-chance—that-the 
United States, while proclaiming its inter- 
est in Europe, would refuse to commit 
its armed forces there, would discourage 
the Europeans from arming themselves, 
would thus strengthen European Com- 
munist parties and leave the continent 
helpless.

HERE is a simple test of the real 
importance of the crushing victory 
of General Ridgway's’ United Nations 
forces, which has been 
received with remark- 
able indifference in the 
United States, The 
bloody failure of the 
Communist . offensive 
in Korea markedly re- 
duces. the likelihood of 
an attack on Indo 
China by the. Chinese 
Communist “liberation 
army,” organized for 
this purpose in South 
China. ‘ 

This is not to say that the possibility 
of such an attack is now ruled out. 
French General De Lattre de Tassigny, 
commanding the French and loyal Indo- 
Chinese forces, has informed his govern- 
ment that he still rates the chances of a 
Chinese invasion at about even, and he 
is’ making his preparations accordingly. 

Yet day by day, the Chinese Com- 
munists are being weakened in Korea. 
Day by day, the French and the 
Nationalist Indo-Chinese ‘forces are being 
strengthened in Indo-China. In short, 
for Mao Tse-Tung and his Chinese Com- 
munist armies, time Is running out. 

‘There can be no serious doubt that 
an invasion of Indo-China was planned by 
the Chinese and their Russian senior 
partners up until very recently, whether 
or not these plans have now been aban- 
doned, The evidence on this point is 
overwhelming. ~ 

While the United Nations forces were 
reeling back.in Korea, this schedule must 
have séemed wholly~ practical. -Indeed, 
the Communist delegate, General Wu, 
virtually announced in the United 
Nations that Indo-China was next on the 
list. Yet the schedule cannot seem 
so practical now, which is undoubtedly 
the main reason for Mao Tse-Tung’s 
reported mission to Moscow. 

For one thing, De Lattre de Tassigny 
has transformed the internal situation. 
Far~—more--politically...astute than his 
colonial-minded predecessor, General Car- 
pentier, De Lattre has repeated continu- 
ously that the French are now in Indo- 
China as allies rather than masters of 
the Indo-Chinese; and that French forces 
will depart as soon as the security of the 
new state is achieved, As a result, the 
Nationalist, anti-Communist forces, long 
dormant, are. beginning to quicken into 
real life, The arming of a Nationalist 
Indo-Chinese Army is proceeding ahead 
of schedule. 

Moreover, ‘American supplies, includ- 
modern. tanks and aircraft, are at 
last beginning to reach 
Indo-China in import- 
ant quantities. Partly 
for this reason, De Lat- 
tre’s forces have de- 
cisively defeated Ho 
Chi Minh’s attempt to 
eapture Hanoi and all 
north. Indo-China, 
Thus the local risk 
involved in a Chinese 
invasion of Indo-China 
Stewart is growing daily. So is- 
the global risk. In the demoralized at- 
mosphere produced by a decisive defsat 
of the United Nations forces in Korea, 
the invasion of Indo-China could have 
been undertaken without grave danger 
of general war. That is no longer the 
case.

Pictures, plans and specifica- 
tions of two modern Victoria 
homes will be shown as Canada’s 
contribution to an exhibit on the 
progress of housing construction 
during the postwar period, at 
the triennia] convention of the 
International Counci) of Women 
in Athens, Greece in March. 

Twenty-two countries will par- 
ticipate in this exhibit. 

The Canadian display was 
planned, arranged and assembled 
by Mrs. Elsie Shepherd, 900 
Tolmie. Avenue, 
housing and town planning on 
the Dominion’s National Council 
of Women. 

Mrs. ShepHera was recently. 
named member for a three-year 
term on Victoria’s new Towh 
Planning Commission. 

When she was commissioned 
to do this piece of work for the 
national council, Mrs. Shepherd 
lived in ‘Winnipeg, but soon 
afterward, she and her husband 
moved to Victoria to make their 
home.

“Tt finally boiled down to that 
group of houses most desired by 
and within the price range of the 
so-called white-collar class,” she 
said. 

There was a twinkle in her eyes 
as she added, “And don’t think 
my troubles were over when that 
was decided. 

“Then the actual houses had 
to be found.” 


HOMES CHOSEN 


After looking at hundreds of 
plans and many types of houses, 
outside and inside, it was decided 
to use two homes built in the last 
few-years and. now occupied by 
the owners and their families. 

“The first home, priced at $8,- 
000, is available to the low or 
average income bracket, the citi- 
zen earning around $200 a month,” 
Mrs. Shepherd said, as she care- 
fully turned the pages of heavy 
white paper on which her dis- 
play is arranged. 

“The other house, costing from 
$7,500 to $10,000, would be avail- 
able. to the middle income 
bracket.” 

In each case Mrs. Shepherd has 
arranged the display to show 
plans of the land with the house 
in place and with proposed land-

Finland First In Europe With 
Vote For Women; Love Freedom | 


“Finnish women have from 
olden times occupied a respected 
position in the community,” Hon. 
Urho Tiovola, Minister of Fin- 
land at Ottawa, told the Women’s 
Canadian Club yesterday after- 
noon. 

He reminded his audience that 
Finland’ was first among Euro- 
pean nations to give women the 
right not only to vote'but also 
to stand for Parliament. 

“These rights,” he said, 
used for the first time at 
elections of 1907. 


“Our wornen then obtained 19 
seats out of 200. At subsequent 
elections the number of women 
returned to the House has varied 
to some extent but there are 23 
women in the present Parlia- 
ment, elected in. 1948, and every 
Finnish party represented has at 
least one woman in its pariia- 
mentary set-up.” 

In a comprehensive address, 
His Excellency went back in his- 
tory to explain his country’s love 
of freedom and independence, 
and to show how the Finnish 
people have fought for that inde- 
pendence.

state transmission of ‘bets -and 
gambling information, strength- 
ening federal. law . enforcement 
agencies and improvements in. 
federal tax jaws under which 
“gangsters, mobsters and gamb- 
lers ate titerally ‘getting away 
with murder’.” 
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
